A Lethbridge newspaper went 
so far as to print an editorial prais- 
ing the forsight of*the corporation 
that promoted the irrigation project, 
whereby hundreds of acres were saved 
from the prolonged drouth. 

At this time it would be wise to 
remember that Southern Alberta has 
not a monoply on the harvest of this 
province. While it is graciously ac- 
cepting the diverse conditions, Cen- 
tral Alberta is awaiting the harvest 
season with its customary optimism. 
The crops have taken a little time to 
get away to a good start, but every 
day is lessening the handicap which 
the season has gained. A trip throu- 
gh the Wetaskiwin district will  re- 
veal many fields of winter wheat 
headed out into a splendid crop. The 
spring grains after the timely showers 
are making rapid strides under most 
favorable conditions. That great-coun 
try bounded on the south by the most 
northernly irrigation ditch and on 
the nortk by the Alberta boundary 
line, sends out no report of a prospec 
tive crop failure. In.the race against 
time, which is now the only consider-!
